The I,ee county board 
of review 
has practically completed its work, 
and * ill Monday put the finishing 
touches on its investigations which 
have uncovered $257,307 worth 
of 
taxable property in the county, which 
was not scheduled wtth^the assessors 
of the various townships. 
Elsewhere in this issue of the Tel­ 
egraph will be found a table showing 
a summary of the taxable valuation« 
of real and pergonal property in the 
county. The figures given in the ta­ 
ble are for assessed valuation, or one- 
third of the total valuations, and the 
grand total shows that the nssefwed 
valuation of taxable property in the 
county is $16,237,080, the total val­ 
uation being three time« that 
sum, 
or $48,71 1.240, 
In« reuse in M any T.»vm*lii|is. 
The board, after carefully review­ 
ing all schedules reutrntd by the as­ 
sessor and going over the mortgage 
bo A s , returned Increase« in all but 
four townships; 
no < hjunges being 
made in (Hamilton, May or Viola. But 
one decrease Is recorded, that of Lee 
Center, where the board reduced the 
assessed valuation of taxable 
prop­ 
erty $1369. 


Dixon F a r Behind. 
The returns of |axnble property in 
Dixon is much ’ower than that of last 
year and consequently the tax rate 
In in la township w ill be considerably 
higher than last : ear. The returns of 
the asa^air this year showed a depre 
ciation of $ 120,000 In the total val­ 
uation of personal property In 
the; 
township. The board has daded $66,-i 
600 to this amount, 
reducing 
the' 
shortage from last year to $113,400

Air Bag Soar« Away W ith Child Dan(p 
ling From the Craft—-Thouaanda

Flint, Mich., Aug. 81.— Thousands of 
men ami women, screaming in an ag­ 
ony of helplessness, watched Chester 
Betts, fourteen yours old, dangle from 
a guy rope of a balloon while it rose 
2.00U feet above their heads, then dash 
to earth as the body tore loose from 
the entangling rope. 
Among the 
shuddering 
thousands 
w ho watched the tragic accident were 
tlie Ind's father and mother, froin 
whom he had wandered in boyish de­ 
sire to be near the center of the at­ 
traction offered by the 
ballooulst. 
They did not know the tftviuging form 
was that of their son uutll, with oth­ 
ers of tiie crowd, they rushed to the 
spot where the crumpled little body 
lay. 
Mother Faints at 8c«ne. 
Then the mother fainted and th« 
father, with tears streaming down his 
cheekh, turned from his dead to care 
for his living. 
i 
The youth was standing near the 
bag when the word to cast off was 
given. 
One of the ropes caught about ‘ 
his waist and, evidently too frightened 
to scream, he was drawn rapidly to- ( 
ward the sky, only 
his white 
and 
drawn face showing those who stood 1 
m ar a momentary dash of the mental i 
agony he was enduring. 
{ 
Those of the crowd too far away to 
discern the object 
plainly at 
first 
thought the swaying fo|m was that 
of a dummy and laughed at the device 
of the aeronaut to add another thrill 
to his performance. 
But the laughter 
died on parted lips 
as 
a woman's * 
scream directed attention to the fran­ 
tic efforts the balloonist was making 
to pull the f>oy to the trapeze upon 
which he «at. 
Balloonist Tries to Save Boy. 
Field glasses were brought into use 
and the lips of the man could be seen 
moving as he called words .of encour- , 
agement to the lad. Closer and closer 
the little form was brought to the bar 
which 
meant 
comparative 
safety 
when there was a shriek from the 
watchers as, turning 
over two 
or 
three times, it shot toward the earth.. 
The descent was mercifully fast. A l­ 
most too quickly for the eye to follow 
the boy plunged downward. 
Only a few hundred feet from the 
point where the balloon left the earth 
the boy crashed upon the top of a 
barn.

There were a few gasps for breath 
after tlie first spectators reached him, 
but before his parents could reach his 
Side he hud expired.
